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TOWN  JOURNAL 

The  winter  of  1964  was  normal,  the  spring  chilly  and  the 
summer  cool.  By  early  summer  a  drought,  which  became  even 
more  severe  than  that  of  the  previous  year,  had  begun.  It  con- 
tinued without  relief  until  a  four-day  thaw  with  substantial 
rain  occurred  at  Christmas  time. 

On  May  15  the  Post  Office  was  moved  from  the  building 
owned  by  John  Delay  to  a  temporary  location  in  the  former 
wood  working  shop  of  the  Greenfield  Industries  off  Forest 
Road.  A  short  road  from  this  building  was  built  by  the  Green- 
field Industries  over  their  land  to  a  temporary  right  of  way 
granted  by  the  selectmen  over  town  land,  past  buildings  hous- 
ing town  road  equipment,  to  Forest  Road. 

May  16  was  Community  Day.  The  men  raked  and  cleaned 
the  common  and  other  areas  in  the  village.  The  women  cleaned 
and  put  in  order  the  town  hall  kitchen  and  the  dining  room, 
and  served  lunch  to  the  workers. 

The  State  Park  at  Otter  Lake  opened  for  its  first  season  on 
June  20.  252  tent  sites  with  picnic  tables  and  fire  places  were  in 
readiness.  Campers  may  remain  for  a  period  of  up  to  two  weeks. 
The  camping  area  includes  a  900  foot  beach.  A  separate  area 
for  day  use  with  two  beaches  totaling  1200  feet  had  been  open 
for  limited  use  during  the  two  previous  summers.  It  also  is  pro- 
vided with  picnic  tables  and  fire  places.  Life  guards  were  on 
duty  at  the  beaches  during  the  summer.  The  park  was  filled 
to  capacity  every  weekend  through  Labor  Day.  The  season 
closed  October  12. 

The  Recreation  Committee  again  sponsored  the  annual 
Whing  Ding.  The  celebration  opened  with  a  dance  on  July  3 
and  the  crowning  of  the  queen.  Events  on  the  4th  included  a 
chicken  barbecue  at  noon,  a  parade  of  28  units,  a  fireman's 
muster  in  which  three  towns  participated,  a  midway  on  the 
common,  a  country  auction,  a  supper,  a  dance  and  fireworks. 
A  rainy  morning  on  the  4th  curtailed  activities  and  attendance 
somewhat,  nevertheless,  attendance  was  about  3000  and 
$1731.00    was    realized. 

Also  under  the  supervision  of  the  Recreation  Committee, 
the  area  around  the  Little  League  ball  field  was  improved  by 
adding  fill  and  leveling.  A  back  stop,  benches  for  players  and 
a  hut  for  equipment  were  added.  Additional  playground  equip- 
ment was  purchased  for  the  school.  At  Sunset  Lake,  improve- 
ment of  the  town  beach  was  commenced.  Besides  these  activi- 
ties, the  Recreation  Committee  carried  out  their  usual  pro- 
gram of  parties  and  bowling  expeditions  for  the  young  people. 

On  August  15  the  Woman's  Club  sponsored  a  House  Tour 


to  raise  money  to  furnish  a  supply  of  water  to  the  library 
Houses  of  six  members,  the  library  and  the  church  were  open' 
Tea  was  served  in  the  town  hall.  The  whole  town  cooperated 
to  make  the  event  an  outstanding  success.  Attendance  was 
nearly  2000  and  $3500.00  was  cleared 

In  the  spring,  failure  of  the  drainage  system  under  the 
street  in  the  square  in  the  center  of  the  village  was  causing 
undermining  of  the  pavement  in  front  of  the  Coffee  Shop. 
From  the  square  the  drain  had  led  under  the  Coffee  Shop  to 
an  outlet  at  the  rear  of  the  building.  The  drain  is  now  rerouted 
underground  directly  down  Forest  Road  to  an  outlet  between 
the  Gift  Shop  and  the  laundry.  New  catch  basins  and  culverts 
were  installed. 

Greenvale  Cemetery  was  enlarged  by  clearing  and  leveling 
an  area  from  the  rear  fence  toward  Zephyr  Lake. 

The  South  Bennington  Road  from  the  Peterborough  line 
to  the  intersection  of  Forest  Road  was  improved  and  made  a 
Class  5  road. 

A  furnace  was  installed  at  the  fire  house  to  heat  the  entire 
building. 

The  children  of  our  5th  and  6th  grades,  with  their  teacher, 
again  stayed  at  Camp  Union  at  a  minimum  fee  for  the  five-day 
program  on  soil  and  water  conservation.  The  first  four  grades 
enjoyed  a  one-day  field  trip  as  guests  of  Camp  Union.  The 
town  children  were  again  offered  free  swimming  instruction  at 
the  Camp  for  a  two-week  period  in  the  summer.  32  children 
participated.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Camp  Union  reports 
that  the  opening  of  the  State  Park  created  no  conflict  in  pro- 
grams. 

Robert  Russell  received  a  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  with 
honors  from  the  University  of  New  Hampshire. 

Lloyd  Cochran,  Jr.  enlisted  in  the  U.  S.  Army. 

The  expansion  of  Crotched  Mountain  Center  was  notable 
this  year.  The  Adult  Center  was  opened  on  a  full  time  basis 
after  operating  for  the  past  two  years  on  a  pilot  program.  More 
than  200  adults  were  treated  on  an  in-patient  basis  and  others, 
from  local  communities,  as  out-patients.  The  School  for  the 
Deaf  is  now  teaching  almost  100  children.  The  School  for 
Special  Education  has  continued  its  experimental  program 
with  children  who  are  not  being  educated  because  of  physical 
handicaps.  Crotched  Mountain  Center  now  houses  a  library 
of  the  literature  on  rehabilitation  that  is  the  most  complete  in 
New  England. 


Direct  dialing  telephone  service  to  Peterborough,  without 
toll  charge,  went  into  effect  December  1. 

A  small  house  occupied  by  John  Hayes  was  totally  destroy- 
ed by  fire  and  also  a  small  barn  belonging  to  George  Magoon. 

New  houses  were  built  by  the  following:  Peter  Brown, 
Oscar  Clark,  Merrill  Hewitt  and  Ben  Sanford.

SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

Last  year  it  was  apparent  that  the  cemetery  would  have 
to  be  enlarged  as  only  a  few  lots  were  available.  $2500.00  was 
appropriated  for  this  purpose  at  Town  Meeting.  Bids  were 
called  for  and  4  were  received  as  follows  F.  A.  Cornwell, 
$1975.00;  Murray  Construction,  Francestown,  $1900.00;  Glenn 
Brown,  Jr.,  Peterborough,  $1885.00;  S.  B.  Harriman,  Antrim 
$1250.00.  The  lowest  was  from  Smith  Harriman  of  Antrim  and 
he  was  awarded  the  contract.  The  original  bid  called  for  in- 
creasing the  depth  250  ft.  As  the  work  was  in  progress,  it  was 
learned  that  the  depth  could  be  extended  150  ft.  more  for 
$575.00.  Since  all  equipment  was  there  it  was  decided  to  do 
this  thus  bringing  the  cost  to  $1825.00  which  is  $675.00  less 
than  the  appropriation.  This  amount  will  be  held  for  future 
work  necessary.  The  fence  was  removed  from  the  back  and  re- 
placed along  the  cleared  sides.  The  clearing  and  rough  work 
has  been  done,  now  roads  and  lots  must  be  laid  out  and  marked. 
The  Cemetery  Trustees  and  Selectmen  feel  that  the  price  of  the 
lots  has  been  too  low  and  are  now  working  on  a  new  rate. 
There  is  a  feeling  that  the  land  sold  should  be  such  as  will  be 
needed  by  the  purchaser. 

Old  Bennington  Road  was  regraded  and  surfaced  from 
the  Peterborough  line  to  Hancock  Road.  Each  year  the  town 
receives  an  appropriation  from  the  State  for  such  work  and  as 
this  amount  was  not  sufficient  to  complete  the  job,  a  loan  was 
made  from  the  Souhegan  Bank  of  Milford  to  finish  it  and 
final  payment  will  be  made  with  the  1965  appropriation.  East 
Road  was  greatly  improved  by  bringing  it  straight  into  Forest 
Road  thus  eliminating  the  dangerous  former  entrance. 

The  town  line  between  Greenfield  and  Francestown  was 
perambulated.  In  one  section  the  markers  have  disappeared 
and  it  will  be  necessary  to  have  this  section  surveyed  in  the 
coming  year.  The  Greenfield-Bennington  line  was  also  done. 
This  line  has  been  moved  a  number  of  times  but  has  now  been 
re-surveyed  and  marked  with  granite  posts  which  should  re- 
main  for  sometime. 

At  this  time  the  Selectmen  wish  to  acknowledge  their 
thanks  and  appreciation  for  the  donations  received  from  Crotch- 
ed  Mountain  Foundation  and  Camp  Union.  In  addition  to  the 
contribution,  Camp  Union  has  provided  swimming  instruction 
for  our  school  children,  entertained  residents,  nature  and  con- 
servation work  for  the  grade  school  and  assisted  in  fighting 
the  brush  fire  on  Crotched  Mountain. 

Each  year  the  Selectmen  request  that  the  Invoices  be  re- 
turned giving  what  changes  have  been  made,  if  any.  When  the 
Selectmen  go  around  to  look  at  property  they  notice  that  a 
change  has  been  made,  sometimes  this  is  on  the  invoice  and 
sometimes  not.  Some  350  invoices  are  mailed  and  about  200 
returned,  more  from  non-residents  than  residents.  Anything 
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which  is  built  into  or  on  a  building  is  taxable.  Painting,  paper- 
ing, shingling  and  certain  repair  work  is  not  taxable.  If  land  is 
sold  or  transferred  the  Selectmen  should  be  notified. 

The  greatest  need  of  Greenfield  is  to  find  some  method  of 
reducing  the  taxes.  It  is  the  feeling  that  this  can  only  be  ac- 
complished by  inducing  some  industry  to  locate  here.  New 
homes  generally  mean  more  children  and  more  children  mean 
higher  school  costs  and  the  town  is  no  better  off.  With  so  much 
tax  exempt  property  something  must  be  done  and  any  help  in 
any  way  will  be  gratefully  received.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
Greenfield  on  Tuesday,  the  ninth  day  of  March,  next  at  ten  of 
the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

The  first  article  of  the  Town  Warrant  will  be  to  choose 
town  officers.  The  polls  will  be  open  at  ten  a.  m.  and  close  at 
6  p.m.  (Unless  otherwise  voted  at  the  meeting.)  Recess  until 
seven  thirty  p.m.  when  Article  2  and  remaining  articles  of  the 
warrant  will  be  acted  upon. 

Art.  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

Art.  2.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  for 
the  maintenance  of  Fire  Department,  Old  Age  Assistance, 
Town  Hall,  Parks,  Cemeteries,  Vital  Statistics,  Town  Dump, 
Street  Lighting,  Social  Security,  Town  Officers  Salaries  and 
Expenses  and  any  other  charges  arising  within  the  Town. 

Art.  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
borrow  such  sums  of  money  as  are  necessary  to  defray  town 
charges  in  anticipation  of  taxes,  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto. 

Art.  4.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  toward  paying  the  Town  Debt  and  In- 
terest, or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Art.  5.  To  hear  reports  of  agents,  auditors  and  commit- 
tees or  officers  heretofore  chosen  and  to  pass  any  vote  relative 
thereto. 

To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  Winter  Maintenance  of  Highways, 
or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Art.  7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  repairs  of  Highways  and  Bridges, 
or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 
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Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  of  $622.22  provided  the  State  gives  $4,148.11  for 
construction  of  Class  V  highways,  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto. 

Art.  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $125.00  for  one  year,  for  Pine  Blister  Rust 
Control,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Art.  10.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  the  Police  Department, 
or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $172.52  (six  cents  per  $1000.00  of  the  Towns 
equalized  valuation)  to  the  Monadnock  Region  Association, 
an  agency  to  advertise,  promote  and  preserve  the  Natural 
advantages  and  resources  of  the  Town  in  cooperation  with  the 
other  37  towns  of  the  Monadnock  Region,  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $1000.00  to  continue  construction  and  survey- 
ing of  the  new  area  in  Greenvale  Cemetery,  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  increase  the  salar- 
ies of  the  Selectmen  by  $100.00,  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  amend  the  Zoning  Ordi- 
nance to  extend  the  boundaries  of  the  Business  District  from 
the  Southwesterly  corner  of  the  present  business  district, 
westerly  to  the  northeast  corner  of  the  Town  of  Peterborough, 
thence  northerly  on  an  extension  of  boundary  between  the 
southwestern  corner  of  Greenfield,  and  the  northeastern  corner 
of  Peterborough,  to  land  now  owned  by  the  Greenfield  State 
Park,  then  easterly  along  the  northerly  side  of  the  Greenfield- 
Bennington  Road  until  it  meets  the  present  boundaries  of  the 
Business  District. 

To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  to  permit 
the  closing  of  the  lane  running  between  the  Dorothy  Gilbert 
and  the  Hazel  Goyette  land  at  the  junction  of  the  Peterborough 
and  Hancock  Roads. 

Art.  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $300.00  for  a  new  Toolhouse  at  Greenvale 
Cemetery  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 
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Art.  17.  To  see  what  action  the  Highway  Agent  will  take 
to  alleviate  the  extremely  serious  dusty  conditions  of  the  high- 
ways during  the  summer,  especially  on  the  heavily  travelled 
roads  such  as  the  roads  leading  to  Peterborough  up  past  the 
Dorothy  Foss  residence,  the  East  Road  as  far  as  the  Cary 
Electric  Service  Co.  and  the  South  Francestown  Road  as  far 
as  the  Francestown  line.  (The  Francestown  part  of  this  road 
has  had  a  hard  surface  for  several  years.) 

Art.  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $200.00  to  increase  the  salary  of  the  Tax 
Collector,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Art.  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $350.00  for  13^  inch  hose,  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto. 

Art.  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $200.00  for  the  maintenance  of  Water  holes, 
or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Art.  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate and  raise  from  $1500.00  to  $2500.00  for  the  mainten- 
ance of  the  Fire  Department.  (All  money  not  used  to  go  into  a 
fund  towards  the  purchase  of  a  new  Fire  Truck)  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto. 

Art.  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  withdraw  the  sum  of  $1500.00  from  the  accumulated  in- 
terest of  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  to  pay  for  repairs  to  the 
Highway  department  Grader,  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto. 

Art.  23.  To  see  if  the  Selectmen  and  three  other  persons 
to  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator,  shall  be  empowered  to 
make  a  study  for  a  New  Post  Office  for  the  Town  of  Greenfield, 
N.  H. 

Art.  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  legacies 
and  gifts  given  to  the  Town  in  Trust  or  otherwise  by  any  in- 
dividual or  individuals,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Art.  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $250.00  to  continue  having  the  State  Ap- 
praiser, appraise  new  and  improved  property,  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto. 
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Art.  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $300.00  to  seal  the  surface  and  mark  the 
parking  lots,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Art.  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  dispose  of  Town  Property  acquired  by  Tax  Col- 
lector's deeds,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $800.00  for  the  support  of  the  Stephenson 
Memorial  Library,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Art.  30.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  Town  Poor,  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto.

Mr.  Shea  reported  the  selectmen 
had  not  appointed  a  budget  committee  and  has  no  desire  to 
do  so,  on  account  of  the  town  coming  under  state  municipal 
Budget  laws,  which  would  not  be  feasable  for  a  Town  our  size.

Department  received  for  filling  wells  with  water  during  the 
dry  spell  last  summer.  Mr.  Russell  quoted  that  the  ruling  was 
$6.00  per  load,  $3.00  to  the  town  share,  and  $3.00  for  the  truck 
driver.

As 
indicated  by  the  budget  summary  (Exhibit  A-4),  a  net  over- 
draft of  appropriations  of  $2,773.62,  less  a  revenue  surplus  of 
$1,723.28,  resulted  in  a  net  budget  deficit  of  $1,050.34. 

Summary  Statement  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures:  (Exhibit 
B-l) 

A  summary  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the 
fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1963,  made  up  in  accordance 
with  the  uniform  classification  of  accounts,  is  included  in  Ex- 
hibit B-l.  Proof  of  the  Treasurer's  balance  as  of  December  31, 
1963,  is  indicated  in  Exhibit  B-2. 

Statement  of  Indebtedness:  (Exhibit  F) 

A  statement  of  outstanding  long  term  indebtedness  as  of 
December  31,  1963,  showing  annual  debt  service  requirements, 
is  contained  in  Exhibit  F. 


AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with 
the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were 
examined  and  audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks  were 
compared  with  supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as  well  as 
entries  in  the  books  of  record.  Receipts  were  checked  by  source 
insofar  as  possible  and  totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures  veri- 
fied. Book  balances  were  verified  by  comparison  with  recon- 
ciled bank  balances  made  from  statements  obtained  from 
depository  banks. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS 

Current  Surplus: 

The  current  surplus  (excess  of  total  assets  over  current  liabili- 
ties) decreased  from  $5,348.72  to  $4,382.38,  in  1963,  as  shown 
herewith:

Tax  Abatements: 

All  tax  abatements,  whether  for  property,  poll  or  head  taxes, 
should  be  authorized  by  the  Selectmen  in  writing  before  being 
entered  in  the  Collector's  Warrant  Book. 
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Deposits  of  Town  Funds: 

It  was  noted  that  the  first  deposit  in  the  bank  of  town  funds 
in  1963  was  made  in  the  month  of  April.  All  funds  received  by 
the  Treasurer  should  be  deposited  as  soon  as  possible  in  order 
that  they  may  be  available  for  town  expenditures. 


Unredeemed  Taxes  and  Collector's  Deeds: 

There  are  some  properties  which  have  been  bought  by  the 
Town  at  previous  years'  tax  sales  which  remain  "unredeemed," 
although  the  taxpayers  are  paying  the  current  taxes  on  these 
properties.  Payment  of  subsequent  years'  taxes  does  not  in 
any  way  affect  the  liens  acquired  by  the  Town  at  the  tax  sales. 
Therefore,  notice  should  be  given  to  the  taxpayers  that  Col- 
lector's deeds  will  be  issued  to  the  Town  on  properties  which 
remain  unredeemed  from  tax  sales  after  the  two  year  redemp- 
tion period  allowed  by  law  has  expired. 


Redemptions  from  Tax  Sales: 

In  cases  where  an  individual  rather  than  the  Town  is  the 
purchaser  at  a  tax  sale,  funds  received  for  redemption  there- 
from should  be  turned  over  directly  to  the  individual  pur- 
chaser by  the  Collector  and  a  receipt  for  such  payment  ob- 
tained. 


Collector's  Cash  Book: 

The  Tax  Collector  should  adopt  the  use  of  the  standard  loose 
leaf  columnar  form  of  cash  book,  which  provides  for  the  segre- 
gation of  all  collections  and  redemptions  by  year  of  levy  and 
type  of  tax:  i.e. — property,  poll,  yield  and  head. 

Ten  Year  Statement  of  Valuation,  Taxes  and  Indebtedness: 
(Exhibit  I) 

Exhibit  I  presents  a  ten  year  statement  of  Valuation,  Taxes 
and  Indebtedness,  for  the  years  1953  to  1963.  As  indicated 
therein,  during  this  period  the  assessed  valuation  increased 
from  $703,264  to  $1,815,429,  or  158%,  while  the  annual  tax 
levy  increased  from  $44,318  to  $76,824,  or  73%.  The  local  tax 
rate  decreased  from  $6.24  to  $4.20  per  hundred  dollars  of  valua- 
tion, as  compared  to  the  average  tax  rate  for  the  State  which 
increased  from  $4.48  to  $5.13.  Uncollected  and  unredeemed 
taxes  at  the  close  of  the  year  increased  from  $5,892  to  $16,340. 

The  Net  Debt  (excess  of  total  liabilities  over  total  assets) 
was  reduced  from  $20,619  to  $1,368  during  this  period,  while 
the  amount  of  long  term  notes  outstanding  decreased  from 
$19,692  to  $5,750. 
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Conclusion: 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  184  of  the  Laws  of  1955,  require 
that  this  report  or  the  summary  of  findings  and  recommenda- 
tions (letter  of  transmittal)  shall  be  published  in  the  next 
annual  report  of  the  Town.  This  letter  of  transmittal  should  be 
published  in  its  entirety  but  the  publication  of  Exhibits  is 
optional. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Town  of  Green- 
field for  their  assistance  during  the  course  of  the  audit.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  YOUR 
DISTRICT  CHIEF 

The  1964  forest  fire  season  surpassed  the  record  year  of  1963 
in  both  length  and  severity.  For  the  second  successive  year,  we 
experienced  a  rainfall  deficiency  of  more  than  ten  inches  and 
the  compounding  of  such  drought  conditions,  together  with 
the  many  days  of  strong,  dry  winds,  characterized  1964  as  one 
of  the  most  hazardous  years  in  the  past  half  century.  Although 
our  fire  season  was  three  weeks  longer  than  that  of  1963,  the 
number  of  fires  showed  only  a  slight  increase  and  more  remark- 
able was  the  fact  that  the  area  burned  dropped  from  2280  acres 
in  1963  to  900  acres  in  1964.  Early  detection  and  rapid  response 
kept  many  potential  fire  disasters  from  becoming  reality.  We 
all  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  the  men  in  this  community  who 
responded  and  fought  our  fires  so  efficiently.  Our  state  is  now 
86%  wooded  and  its  economy — both  industrial  and  recrea- 
tional— is  greatly  dependent  on  this  forest  resource.  The  re- 
sponsibility for  adequate  fire  protection  of  this  great  area — 
4,350,000  acres — is  everyone's  responsibility  and  prevention  is 
one  of  our  most  effective  tools. 

Prevention  is  good  common  sense. 

1.  Take  your  rubbish  to  the  town  dump.  If  you  must  burn, 
obtain  a  permit  and  watch  your  fire  until  it  is  dead  out. 

2.  Instruct  your  children  in  fire  safety.  Keep  matches  from 
young  children.  Explain  to  them  the  dangers  of  lighting  matches 
and  making  outdoor  fires. 

3.  Be  sure  discarded  smoking  material  and  matches  are  out. 

A  major  portion  of  our  preventable  fires  this  year  are  charge- 
able to  three  causes:  (1)  permit  fires  allowed  to  escape;  (2) 
children  playing  with  matches;  and  (3)  smokers.  Let's  be  mind- 
ful of  the  fact  that  all  such  fires  endanger  property  and  lives. 

We  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  very  fine  cooperation  during 
the  past  fire  season  and  with  your  continued  cooperation  we 
are  confident  that  we  can  improve  our  fire  record  in  1965.

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise  and

received  from  the  state  foundation  aid  fund  together  with 
other  income;  the  school  board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the 
balance  between  the  estimated  revenue  and  the  appropriation, 
which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town. 

9.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  form  a  cooperative 
school  district  planning  committee  as  prescribed  by  RSA  195: 
18  and  to  elect  the  members  thereof  or  determine  that  they 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  or  take  any  action  relat- 
ing thereto.

To  the  School  Board  and  citizens  of  Greenfield  I  respectfully 
submit  my  seventh  annual  report  as  your  superintendent  of 
schools. 

STAFF  AND  INSTRUCTION 

The  Greenfield  Public  School  opened  with  a  new  principal, 
Mr.  James  Quinn,  Jr.  of  Wilton,  New  Hampshire  who  replaced 
Richard  Met'vier,  the  principal  for  the  past  four  years.  Mr. 
Quinn  is  a  graduate  of  St.  Anselm's  College  and  has  had  four 
years  of  teaching  experience  in  Walpole  and  Mason,  New 
Hampshire.  Mrs.  Ann  Sampson  of  Greenfield  replaced  Flor- 
ence Merchant  as  school  nurse.  Mrs.  Merchant  has  taken  a 
position  at  Crotched  Mountain  after  many  years  of  public 
school  nursing  in  Greenfield  and  Francestown.  The  Board 
was  fortunate  in  being  able  to  hire  Mrs.  Agnes  Farrow  as  School 
Lunch  Manager  replacing  Mrs.  Marguerite  Jackson  who 
resigned  after  running  the  program  for  many  years. 

The  two  areas  of  instruction  that  have  been  emphasized 
recently  are  continuing  to  receive  increased  emphasis,  these 
areas  being  in  the  phonetic  approach  to  reading  and  the  modern 
approach  to  arithmetic.  In  addition  this  year  all  of  the  school 
boards  of  the  Supervisory  Union  heartily  endorsed  a  program 
of  physical  fitness  in  keeping  with  the  late  President  Kennedy's 
recommended  program.  A  workshop  was  held  in  Wilton  for  the 
information  and  instruction  of  all  elementary  teachers  and  this 
program  was  promptly  initiated.  The  teachers  of  the  school 
have  been  devoting  fifteen  minutes  daily  to  continuous  strenu- 
ous exercising  by  all  children,  and  also  have  administered  tests 
of  physical  fitness  to  children  this  fall.  This  exercising  and  test- 
ing program  will  be  continued  throughout  the  year  and  the 
years  to  come.  In  Greenfield  some  of  this  work  has  been  done 
to  musical  records  designed  for  this  purpose,  so  that  physical 
fitness  and  rhythms  are  being  developed  at  the  same  time.  It 
is  hoped  that  this  program  will  raise  the  physical  fitness  level 
of  each  and  every  child  of  the  school.  Even  in  this  short  period 
of  time  some  marked  improvement  has  taken  place  in  some 
individual  cases. 

BUILDING  AND  GROUNDS 

During  this  present  year  one  classroom  and  the  kitchen  have 
been  painted,  greatly  improving  the  appearance  of  these  areas. 
In  the  upcoming  budget  money  has  been  provided  to  paint 
the  building  and  the  fire  escape,  the  latter  has  not  been  painted 
for  at  least  ten  years. 

The  heating  of  the  auditorium  has  never  been  completely 
satisfactory.  The  gas  fired  blower  heating  system,  while  doing 
an  adequate  job  of  heating,  has  been  so  noisy  that  it  has  not 
been  possible  to  conduct  any  kind  of  a  program  and  continu- 
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ously  keep  the  auditorium  heated.  A  change  must  be  made  in 
this  heating  arrangement  if  satisfactory  educational  use  is 
going  to  be  made  of  this  important  area  of  the  school.  An  amount 
of  $1875.  has  been  inserted  in  the  budget  to  take  care  of  the 
extension  of  the  present  heating  system  into  the  auditorium 
area. 

In  past  years  we  have  received  criticism  from  the  State  De- 
partment of  Health  about  our  sink  facilities  in  the  kitchen.  A 
3-compartment  sink  is  the  type  that  is  highly  recommended  by 
this  agency  and  provision  is  being  made  in  the  present  budget 
to  have  this  type  of  facility  installed  to  replace  the  single  com- 
partment sink  which  has  been  there  for  so  many  years. 

Community  agencies  have  been  actively  working  to  improve 
the  playground  area  adjacent  to  the  building  and  all  of  the 
children  and  teachers  of  the  school  have  been  looking  forward 
to  its  final  development  in  order  that  they  may  fully  utilize  this 
area  when  this  project  is  completed.  Thanks  are  extended  to 
these  organizations  for  developing  such  an  excellent  play  area 
in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  school. 

SWEEPSTAKES 

This  year  will  probably  go  down  in  New  Hampshire  educa- 
tion as  "the  year  of  the  sweepstakes."  This  was  the  first  year 
that  funds  were  made  available  through  this  lottery  to  schools 
in  New  Hampshire.  The  Greenfield  school  finally  received 
$2703.19  from  this  source.  The  best  information  available  at 
this  time  indicates  that  the  Greenfield  School  District  will  re- 
ceive $3460.  during  the  coming  school  year.  One  problem  that 
is  confronting  the  Board  has  been  the  matter  in  which  this 
money  should  be  expended  in  order  to  stay  within  the  spirit 
and  intent  of  the  statutes,  namely,  to  improve  education.  Some 
steps  have  been  taken  in  this  respect  by  including  within  the 
budget  two  sums  of  money  to  improve  the  educational  offer- 
ings to  the  children  of  the  community.  $500.  has  been  inserted 
in  the  210  series  to  provide  for  part-time  Art  instruction  and 
$200.  has  been  provided  in  the  same  area  to  encourage  the  de- 
velopment of  further  physical  education  activities  such  as 
those  involved  in  inter-school  softball  and  basketball  com- 
petitions. This  money  probably  will  go  to  supplement  the 
salary  of  the  principal  of  the  building.  Although  the  Board  has 
not  pinpointed  other  increases  as  being  justified  use  of  sweeps- 
takes money,  it  is  reasonable  to  presume  that  some  of  the  im- 
provements being  recommended  would  consider  the  utilization 
of  these  anticipated  funds. 

FINANCE 

There  are  several  areas  of  increase  in  the  budget  which  should 
be  called  to  the  attention  of  citizens  of  the  town.  Increases  are 
being  provided  for  the  teachers  of  our  staff  which  are  in  keep- 
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ing  with  those  that  will  take  place  in  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire during  the  coming  year.  We  must  constantly  maintain 
our  status  salary-wise  with  other  communities  or  lose  teachers 
at  a  more  rapid  rate  than  the  usual  rate  one  loses  teachers  in  a 
small  community.  In  the  500  series  entitled  Pupil  Transporta- 
tion, there  is  no  increase  in  the  amount  budgeted  but  attention 
is  called  to  the  fact  that  money  provided  here  would  provide 
transportation  for  all  children  in  grades  seven  through  twelve 
to  Peterborough  High  School  at  no  cost  to  the  parents  of  these 
children.  At  the  time  of  this  writing  an  accurate  estimate  of 
this  amount  has  not  been  completely  determined,  but  it  is  felt 
that  this  sum  of  money,  $7700.,  should  be  adequate  to  provide 
the  kind  of  transportation  arrangement  that  is  needed.  The 
present  arrangement  of  partial  payments  being  made  by  the 
town  and  by  the  parents  is  an  unsatisfactory  one  in  many  re- 
spects. The  primary  fault  is  that  little  control  can  be  exercised 
over  the  mode  of  transportation  being  provided,  while  making 
the  Board  responsible  for  the  safety  of  the  children  in  going 
from  Greenfield  to  Peterborough  and  return.  In  Item  725  even 
though  no  increase  appears,  $200.  is  being  provided  to  replace 
the  old  projector  which  has  been  in  the  school  for  some  ten 
years. 

The  biggest  increase  is  in  the  1400  series,  Tuitions.  The  in- 
crease in  this  area  lies  pr'marily  in  the  tuition  rate  and  not  in 
the  number  of  youngsters  that  are  expected  to  be  educated  at 
the  junior  and  senior  high  schoo  level.  According  to  the  con- 
tract agreed  upon  by  the  district  at  the  meeting  last  year,  the 
cost  for  tuition  at  Peterborough  increases  approximately  $90. 
per  pupil  for  each  child  attending  high  school,  and  $35.  per 
pupil  for  each  child  attending  the  junior  high  school.  This 
makes  the  total  tuition  bill  $31,447.,  approximately  $4200. 
more  than  was  budgeted  for  the  present  year  and  $9,000.  more 
than  was  actually  expended  for  tuition  in  the  year  1963-64. 
This,  of  course,  is  the  primary  area  of  increase  in  the  overall 
budget  of  the  school  district. 

On  the  income  side  of  the  ledger,  a  balance  of  approximately 
$3250.  is  anticipated.  This  balance  is  made  up  of  approximate- 
ly $2,000.  budgeted  for  tuitions  and  about  $500.  in  transporta- 
tion costs  which,  it  seems,  will  probably  not  be  spent.  The  $750. 
balance  is  what  has  been  called  excess  sweepstakes  money. 
When  the  tax  assessment  was  being  made  for  the  support  of 
schools  last  summer,  the  Tax  Commission  estimated  that 
Greenfield  would  receive  $1952.  This  money  was  applied  against 
the  school  appropriation  to  arrive  at  a  net  school  assessment. 
However  when  all  sweepstakes  money  was  collected,  Green- 
field receive  $2703.,  actually  some  $750  more  than  originally 
estimated.  Since  the  Board  has  no  particular  plans  for  the 
utilization  of  this  money  during  the  present  school  year  this 
excess  sweepstakes  balance  will  show  up  as  part  of  the  overall 
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balance  of  the  school  district  at  the  end  of  the  current  fiscal 
year.  This  overall  balance  along  with  the  increase  is  sweep- 
stakes money  being  expected  during  the  coming  year  results  in 
a  net  income  of  $7910.  approximately  $2,000.  more  than  was 
estimated  last  year  at  this  time. 

SPECIAL  ARTICLES 

There  are  three  special  articles  appearing  in  the  warrant; 
one  referring  to  the  change  in  transportation  arrangement 
previously  discussed;  the  other  two  authorizing  the  district 
to  form  AREA  and  Coop  planning  committees  to  investigate 
long  term  arrangements  for  the  education  of  children  of  Green- 
field. Either  the  AREA  Plan  being  currently  proposed  by 
Peterborough  or  the  Cooperative  Study  Plan  presently  being 
investigated  by  the  towns  of  Lyndeborough,  Wilton,  Temple, 
Mason,  Greenville  and  New  Ipswich  should  be  accepted  at 
some  time  in  the  near  future.  There  appears  to  be  interest  in 
the  town  in  each  of  these  arrangements,  and  it  seems  only 
proper  that  planning  committees  should  be  selected  to  thor- 
oughly investigate  all  aspects  of  each  arrangement.  Through 
public  meetings,  proper  information  to  the  public  can  be  pro- 
vided. 

CONCLUSION 

The  teachers  of  the  school  are  conscientiously  applying 
themselves  to  the  task  of  meeting  the  needs  of  Greenfield  chil- 
dren and  are  achieving  good  results.  These  results  are  especial- 
ly good  when  one  considers  the  difficult  multiple  graded  frame- 
work within  which  they  operate.  I  am  proud  to  be  associated 
with  teachers  so  highly  dedicated  and  devoted  to  their  work. 
The  Greenfield  School  Board  has  been  extremely  helpful,  co- 
operative and  understanding  in  all  matters  and  has  worked 
diligently  to  provide  the  best  education  possible  within  the 
financial  ability  of  the  town  to  support  education.  The  Parent 
School  Club,  being  capably  led,  has  shown  leadership  of  in- 
terested parents  in  developing  a  sincere  awareness  of  school 
problems  and  needs.  Their  moral  support  and  encouragement 
have  been  heartening  to  all  concerned.  In  such  a  helpful  and 
understanding  atmosphere  developed  by  teachers,  school  board 
and  concerned  parents,  the  position  of  superintendent  has  been 
a  distinctly  pleasurable  one.  Thanks  are  extended  to  all  con- 
cerned.
